either side of the main entrance to 
the palace. 
The king <wore 'a field- 


marshal's uniform, with the cloak 
th,io\vn back, showing 'his decora- 
tions. The queen <had on 'a straw- 
colored toque and a fur collarette 
and cloak. Both the king and queen 
looked extremely well and continu- 
ously bowed their acknowledgments 
of the warm welcome extended to 
them. The king's escort of life 
guards, equerries, etc., was >about the 
only detachment of the procession 
not wearing cloaks -and these troop- 
ers made a brilliant display, in strik- 
ing contrast with the general lack of 
color pervading the pageant. 


Partly In consequence of the length 


of the route, there was nowhere a 
great crush of people, with tho ex- 
ception of open spaces like Trafalgar 
square, where the Condon county

Several of the prin- 
cesses twere rather -unceremoniously 
deposited on tine sidewalk, where they 
tried to throw their wraps in the oar- 
liages, which were baing hustled off 
down a narrow street, aud a confused 
mass of policemen, princesses, ladies* 
in-waiting End such generals as toad 
time to dismount, gathered under a 
canopied entrance, • When the king 
arrived he looked tired aud stepped 
heavily from ^his 'carriage,

either comes from a totally depraved 
heart* because that heart wishes to 
condemn a fellow human being1 to 
the f.wful agonies of an eternal con- 
demnation> or else it teaches the users 
of profane wcids to have an uttor 
contempt for the name of God and for 
his commandments. 


Blasphemer, have you ever stopped 


to consider what would be the effect 
of your profane words by which you 
condemn your fellow-men, if they 
were literally carried outP Have you 
ever stopped1 to consider that when 
you ask Gocl to condemn your fellow- 
men to the infernal i eg ions, you ex- 
press a. desire that tltrough all the 
coming- Ages they will suffer greater 
torture than ever 
suffered upon the 


my sinful 'brother, you who 


are addicted to the habit of swearing 
in pubflic, did you ever stop to think 
that nearly always there are CJiais- 
tian men and women around you 
who love the name of Jesus Christ 
more than they love their father or 
mother or wife or daughter, or you 
love your child? Did you eveo- stop 
to think that »by your profanity you 
are dishonoring the name of that 
Christ^ for whom

your child?

brother, I called you a cruel coward.

You arc so kind-hearted you would 
not hurt a dog- or a cat. Surely, 
after this you will cease to use blas- 
phemous >wcrds in public and not 
further cut and lash into tfhe bleed- 
ing hearts of your Christian foi others 
and sisters with the sharp, merciless 
impiety -which has 'heretofore pro- 
ceeded from your profane lips.

A USELESS PROPAGATION. 


And yet this evil habit of pi of an; ty 


would be absolutely ridiculous and 
ludicrous' if it were not «D heinous in 
its results. We have read how one 
of the kings of old, in ord=r to prove 
that he was master of the seas as 
well as of the lands, ordared his sol- 
diers to corns down to the sgashoie 
aaid with whips lash the waves as 
they tumbled upon the beach. And 
whan we read of that royal order we 
have hughed at the king's actions 
as fhose of a madman 
and of an 


egotistic, 
crack-brained 
pet son. 


Wherever we have noted the imbecile 
aot of an unbalanced mind we have 
compared it to the insane ambitions 
of the hesro of the celebrated Spanish 
romance which Cervantes 
wrote. 


But were the picture of a king $g>ht- 


iht waves with whips and lashes, 


Don Quixote 


a human victim 
operating table, 


under a surgeon's knife, when an- 
esthetics could not 'be administered? 
You express a desire that they shall 
be thrown into "the lake of fire and 
brimstone, where the beast and the 
false prophet tare and shall be tor* 
mented day and night for ever and 
ever," You express a desire by your 
profane oaths to see human beings 
suffer as Mark Antony and Cleopatra 
commanded them to suffer, when, (at 
the banquet table, this guilty, meici- 
less twain ordered poison to be ad- 
ministered to their slaves and pris- 
oners, so that they might witness 
their convulsions in the throes of 
an awful death. 


"But," answers some blasphemer, 


"you know just 'as well as I that 
there is not one man out of a thous- 
and who ever means what 'he says, 
wihen he blasphemes. His profane 
oaths are mere exclamations. 
They 


come from the lip and not from the 
heart" Then, my brother, there is 
only one other deduction which can 
come from the use of this evil habit, 
Either you as a profane man wish to 
condemn your brother to eternal (mis- 
ery, or you aie lacking in reverence 
to God, which is precisely the atti- 
tude condemned in this command- 
ment. Either you despise your fel* 
low-men, or else you de&pise the name 
of your* Creator mid your King. 
Thezve is no other outcome to these 
two extremes, 
Either you tore curs- 


ing- your fellow-man, or else you are 
mocking your divine Master. 


A HORRIBLE ALTERNATIVE, 


choice between these two evil 


aspects of profanity recalls the inci- 
dent of the two dangers an English- 
man had to inn when he went to 
bathe in the Ceylon river. He asked 
his Mohammedan servant if he could 
tell him of one place in all the river 
where he could take a bath and not 
be in danger of being eaten up by tha 
alligatois. The Cingalese servant 
led him to <a beautiful pool near the 
estiuzy. After the Englishman had 
taken his bath, he asked why that 
pait of the river was not filled -with 


parents not 'only to xefraih'from the 
use of such unnecessary and absurd 
exclamations as those just quoted, 
but they should instil" into their 
children the light use of the English 
language. 
The Anglo-Saxon tongue 


is a noble tongue. 
It is especially 


rich in vehement, emphatic, ex- 
pressive, and if I migjit use the ex- 
pression, sledgehammer words, pow- 
erful enough to annihilate any foe. 
In its broad sweep of denunciatory 
words, the Euglsh language is un- 
excelled by any language. 
There- 


fore, Christian parents, in the educa- 
tion of your children, you should 
teach thein never to use slang. You 
should teach them that slang is only 
the immature child whIL'h will glow 
up into the destroying monster call- 
ed Profanity. 
You should teach 


them that Ood hurls Ins condemna- 
tions at slang- as well as at the hid- 
eous monster called Profanity, when 
Christ says, "Swear not at all; neith- 
er by heaven; for it is God's throne; 
nor by the earth; for it *$ his foot- 
stool; neither by Jerusalem; for it is 
the city cf the great Xing, Neither 
ahalt thou swear by thy head, be- 
cause thou canst not make one hair 
white cr 'black. But let your com- 
munication 'be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay; 
for whatsoever is more than these 
cometh of evil." Could any denun- 
ciation be more vehement against the 
use of the slang common, 'among1 our 
we men and children, and aiso among 
the men, than those words of Jesus 
Christ? 


A SUICIDAL HABIT, 


Pi ofanity is a suicidal ha'bit, be- 


cause it runs dhectly counter to the 
expressed commands of Gocl. Albert 
Barnes once wrote, ''There is not in 
the universe more cause for amaze- 
ment than God-'s forbearance in His 
dealings with the blasphemer." But 
that God will ultimately punish 
those who take his name in vain, 
there is no doubt. The bibls distinct- 
ly asserts it 
And tlut God some- 


times instantly punishes tiie sin of 


Amid this battle scene of tiie 


elements a party of men were gath- 
ered in a barn but a short distance 
from tjis hotel piazza.

York, editor of the Christian Ad- 
vocate and one of the most eminent: 
men in Ameiican Methodism, ad- 
dressed a large audience at the West

It was the opening1 number of the 
Peoples lectuie course and Di. Buck- 
lay's theme was "Christian Science.'* 
The speaker was presented by Hav. 
J. K. Walts, 
paste* of the Beiry 


street M. E. church. 


In adjusting1 his nose glasses before 


"beginning' his lecture Dr. Buckley 
indulged in a half-apologetic illus- 
tialion to emphasize what he teimed 
an error of belief, for 'he s'tated that 
he descended fiom a family whose 
members had "been able to see without 
the aid of glasses even at seventy 
years of age, and that under that 
hypothesis he had 
natuially 
ex- 


pected to reach that age himself be- 
fore the spectacles v/eie a necessity. 
Instead of this being- the case, hs 
had been 
compelled 
to use them 


since he was foity-ftve yeais cf age. 
It was merely, said the speaker, an 
error of belief 
similar to some cf 


those prevalent along other -lines to- 


day. 
At the outset Dr. Buckley dis- 


claimed any intention 
to ridicule.

importance of diet, and the speakei

greater destroyer than rum. "Per 
sonally," said Dr. (Buckley, 
"from 


that standpoint I would rather drink 
a pint of old -New England rum, in 
one instance, than to eat the dinners 
some prohibitionists eat. Now, un- 
derstand me, I am not recommending 
rum; I am only taking a choice be- 
tween two evils." He made a num- 
ber of witty sallies regarding the 
miciobe theories, but heid that in 
most cases vital forces mtglit be de- 
pended upon to slay the microbes. 
The speaker did not, however, deny 
the existence of the microbe, for ha 
explained that he had seen a hog 
inoculated with certain microbes die 
in fifteen minutes— and death did not 
result from 
an 
erroneous 
belief, 


either. 


Turning, then, 
to the Christian 


doctrine of player and Providence 
as generaly observed, he said that 
Christians generally believed in the 
power of the Holy Spirit, but saicl 
some people evidently believed the 
Holy Spirit was in partnership with 
them.

ley made quotations from Mrs. Ed-1 
dy's writings and followed each with 
comment tending* to show the unten- 
nbility of 'her position.

Science in its belief/' said he, 
"amounts to about the same as say- 
ing- that you and I are not here; that 
we only suppose we are. Matter and 
mortal body are only illusions.1* He 
made use of the illustration of the 
ten-year-old boy who had been in- 
formed that his father only thought 
lie was sick. The following1 day 
when asked concerning his father the 
lad replied, <-He thinks he's dead." 


Dr, Buckley believes it possible, 


however, to deshoy people by put- 
ting ideas of illness into their heads, 
and he would not have this done. He 
pointed to the fact that the average 


j duration of life is increasing as evi- 
dence of the fact that rational living 
and the adoption of facilities God has 
placed within our reach for prolong- 
ing life weie coirect systems. 
He 


contr-oveited stiongly the Christian 
Science idea that diet and exeicise 
aie of no impoitance. With reference 
to the idea that mind governs body, 
he questioned the probability of be- 
ing able to make one suffering from 
neuialgia believe this, 


CA-LLS IT HUMBUG. 
, 


Dr. Buckley contended that Chris- 


tian Science is a humbug. "If C'hiis- 
tian Science is tiue," said he, "logic- 
ally carrying out the idea, 
food 


should be unnecessary. Medicine, it 
asserts, pioduces only the effect that 
is generally believed will lesult. Yet 
medi'cine given nu< idiot effects him 
piecisely as it does a sane peison. If 
their theoiies be true, youth ought 
to be perpetuated, but Christian Sci- 
entists become old just as other per- 
sons age. Fire <and clothing, if their 
beliefi be true, should be unnecessary 
for warmth." 


Dr. Buckley referred to some of 


the "cures" performed, and likened 
them to the system by which many 
boys have had waits "charmed" 
away; to the old belief in witches and 
witch doctors operating under 
the 


power of the imagination.

boaid of tuistees. He spoke in pait 
as follows: 


•'We have fallen upon days of rusfti 


and charge—when old ideas and pro- 
cesses are deemed too slow to meet 
the- demands of what is called mod- 
ern progress, arid when novel and ac- 
celerated notions have invaded the 
business, the politics, the social life, 
and even the religion of our people. 
How can we be (certain that old and 
heretofore approved theories of high- 
er education are in no danger of be- 
ing caught in this flurry? Already 
theie seems to be an inclination 
abioad to adjust the methods of uni- 
versity and college instruction to the 
apparent needs of advanced conditions 
and new exigencies. We hear much 
said in favor of, but slight restriction 
upon the election by students of the 
blanches of study they will pursue; 
it is often asserted that tne old course 
of college study is too long, and that 
students are thus belated in their en- 
trance upon life's activities; and con- 
siderable discussion prevails in uni- 
versities and college chcles concern- 
ing the extent 
and quality of in- 


stiuctions that should be afforded in 
preparatory schools. 


"Princeton's conseivatism is one of 


hei chief virtues; but it is not of the 
stubborn soit that refuses consideia- 
tion 
of changes which 
promise 


thiough their inherent and independ- 
ent merit better educational 'results 
and better piospe'ctsjn life for those 
entrusted to her care. It should not, 
however, be expected that she will 
so far disregard the law of her origin 
and become so unmindful of her rev- 
ered traditions and splendid achieve- 
ments 'as to depart from the habitual 
course for the sake of acting in -sym- 
pathy with importunate restlessness 
and doubtful innovation. We, of 
Piinceton, are still willing to declare 
our belief, that we are better able to 
determine than, those coming to us 
for education, wh'at is their most ad- 
vantageous course of instruction; 
and surely eveiy phase of our history 
justifies 'this belief. 
"We are, how- 


ever, by no means unwilling1 to so 
shape our curriculum, without sur- 
render of clear convictions, as to ex- 
pedite our graduates7 
subsequent 


preparation for professional.1 life. We 
axe Jiot yet convinced that the time 
requiied for our oidinaiy term of un- 
dergiaduate study is too long, or that 
it unnecessarily and unprofitably re- 
tards the useful service expected of 
a genuinely educated man. 


*'If new born impatience 
should 


ever demand a * swifter eaucational 
current, and be content with its shal- 
lower depth and if the s'olid -and sub- 
stantial acquirements we offer should 
ever be discredited, as- unnecessarily 
irksome, Princeton will remember 
that men educated long- ago in ac- 
cordance with her methods, are still 
teachers of the piesent generation; 
•and that the lives they led, the stu- 
dents they fitted for instructors, ami 
the records they left of their wisdom, 
are to this day dutifully acknowl- 
edged as 
undnnwisihed 
forces in 


.higher education, wherever it has a 
standing place/' 


INAUGURAL ADDHESS. 


President 'Wilson then delivered his 


inaugural address. 


President Wilson in his 
address 


said1 the nation needed efficient and 
enlightened anen and the universities 
must take their part im supplying 
them. 
The task of the universities 


was two-fold— the 
production of a 


great body of infoimed and thought- 
ful men and a small body of trained 
scholars and investigators. Though 
the univeisity may dispense with the 
professional school, the professional 
schools may not dispense with the 
university. 
The managing minds of 


the world— even the efficient working 
minds 
of 
the 
world— must 
be 


equipped for a mastery whose chief 
characteristic is adaptability, play— 
an initiative 
which transcends the 


bounds of mere technical 
training. 


Technical schools whose training is 
not built upon the foundations of a 
bioad and general discipline cannot 
impart this. 
The stuff they work 


upon must be iprepaied for them by 
processes which produce fibre and 
elasticity, and their own 
methods 


luust be Shot through with the im* 
pulses of the univei&tiy. 


The speaker said he would wish to 


see every student made, not a man 
cf his- task, but a man of a world, 
whatever his world may be. He 
fuither sanl: 


"So soon as generous friends have 


ai ranged their finances so as to en- 
able them to release enough money 
for the pin pose, it is the intention 
to build a graduate college, which 
will be not only a body of teachers 
and students, but also a college of 
residence, where men shall live to- 
get'her in close and wholesome com- 
iftdeship of leaining, a comradeship 
for the novice as well as the 'grad- 
uate 


"No doubt the old purely literary 


training made too much of the de- 
velopment of mere taste, m'ere deli- 
cacy of perception, but our modern 
training makes too little* 


"There ara other things -which must 


be supplied our generation besides 
mere material success/ ^It must be 
supplied with men wh6 cilre more Jtoi* 
principles - than lor 
p n c s - a n o r o

TRAIN IN MONTANA. 


Kills Engineer When Latter At- 


tempts to Start—Ofticeis and 


Bloodhounds on Trail. 


Missoula, Mont, Oct. 25.— Bast- 


bound passenger train No. 2, on the 
Northein Pacific, was held up Thurs- 
day night near Diummond, Moui., at 
a place forty-five miles from this cify, 
and Engineer Ban O'Neill was killed. 
O'Neill had been in the service cf the 
road longer than any other engineer. 
Officers and bloodhounds are on th-2 
trail of the robber. 


The train, which included mail, 


and express cars, with nine 


coaches, arrived at Missoula at 10:20 
p. m. from Portland and coast cities 
and proceeded eastward -after a siho/c 
delay at this station. 
It 


after midnight at a place two miles 
west of Drummond. Here the ham 
was signaled to stop and the engin- 
eer accordingly slowed up. While do- 
ing so he saw a man deeping towaitl 
him over the tender* The man, who 
was armed, called to O'Neill to stop 
the tiaiii instantly. 


The engineer took in the situation 


at once, and, pulling open the throt- 
tle,, tiUd to start the tiain at full 
speed. The lobber divined his pur- 
pose and fired at him. The shot took 
instant effect and the engineer fell 
dead at his post. 


The robber then proceeded to rifle 


the express and mail car. He plun- 
dered the regular mail and blew open 
the safe in the express car, which was 
wrecked 'by the explosion.

FRIENDS TO FIGHT TRAFFIC 


CHUBOH GOES ON BECORD FOR 


WAR ON UQUOK. 


Other Churches Will Be Asked to Co- 


operate—A Call for a Gen- 


eral Meeting. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 25.—Co-operaticii 


with other churches to fight the liquor 
traffic was decided on at Thursday 
night's session of the Five Years' 
Meeting of Fiiends, and a resolution 
to that effect was adopted. This reso- 
lution was introduced by James 
Wood, chairman of the business com- 
mittee. It provides for a call invit- 
ing the representatives of all of the 
Christian churches of the country ro 
meet in Washington in 1906. 
The 


hope is expressed in the resolution 
,that at this meeting of all churches 
some method maybe devised whereby 
drunkenness may be decreased atH 
the sale of 
intoxicating liquors 


checked. 


Prior to the introduction of this 


lesolution the delegates of the vaxi- 
ous yearly meetings repiesented in 
the Five Years' Meeting dwelt on the 
drinking habit of the American pea- 
pie, and the effect it would have on 
the giowth and prosperity of the 
countiy. A paper by Bufus M. Jones 
showed an increase in the saloon 
business and in the number of drink- 
eis in the country, and advocated the 
house-to-house canvass for remon- 
strances against the establishment of 
new saloons. 


Extemporaneous 
remarks were 


made by Robert E. Pretlow, of Wil- 
mington, Ohio, a prohibitionist, wl*o 
has done much 4o help his party in 
Ohio. He spoke for continued a ad 
concerted 
effort 
by 
the Friends 


against the liquor traffic, and said 
that the evil needed severer treat- 
ment than the lesolutions of chuicJi 
bodies. 


Edwin McGrew, of Oiegon, spoke 


on the question, and was followed by 
Mis. Emilie Underbill Buigess, of 
New York, a member of the W. C. T. 
IT., who spoke for five minutes. She 
said that if nothing could be done for 
the men addicted to the use of liquor, 
their wives and children should be 
taken care of. 


Chairman Edmund Stanley, wbo 


comes from the temperance state of 
Kansas, followed with the declaration 
that if there had been a hundred Car- 
rie Nations in Kansas when stio 
struck .her blow for temperance in 
Wichita, there would now be no sa- 
loons in that city. He advised that 
other states follow the example of 
Kansas and legislate against liquor. 
Maxy E. Cartland, of North Carolina, 
ands James Wood, of New York, also 
spoke in favor of a strong temper- 
ance movement. At yesterday after- 
noon's session an interesting paper on

ASSIST CKROWTH OF VINES. 
Experiments recently made by a 


-wine producer in. Elba, Germany, in 
the use of electricity in. grape cul- 
ture form tlie subject of a report to 
ifas state department by 
ITnited 


States Consul General GuentHier at 
Frankfort. 
According to the report 


the wine producer several years ago 
planted four fields with native grape- 
vines, in the ni^dst of & district in- 
fested wit/h phylloxera, and treated 
two of tliese fields with "air elec- 
tricity." The difference in ttflie de- 
velopment of the grapes of the fields 
was apparent, 
and 
demonstrated 


that electricity incieasefd the fertil- 
ity of tihe soil. The fields so treated 
yielded -better results botfli in quan- 
tity 'and quality -an'd were not in- 
fected witfli phylloxera, as was the 
case with the other fields. 


It is explained, (however, that it 


is not sufficient to simply conduct 
air electricity to the eartlh, but that 
there must be a dhect metallic con- 
nection of lihe electiic conduit with 
the main stem of the plant. In the 
c?se of tflie experiments describpfl 
five masts were erected on a field 
of about two and a ln<lf acres, and 
the tops of the masts were provided 
with* an arrangement for accumu- 
lating atin'osprneiic electricity. These 
accumulators were connected witti 
each other by wires. 
Wires were 


also laid in the soil about one ami 
one-half feet deep, so sas to form an 
evenly 
'distributed 
metallic net. 


Every 'accumulator was connected 
with this metallic net by 'a -Wire i mi- 
ning; along the mast. 
Short wires 


connected uit'h the plants, Ihe^fr 
en'ds being1 stuck into the stem or 
into tdie m'ain root thereof. If this 
experiment fulfills 
expectations it 


will undoubtedly prove a most Im-

"Fort* .Wayne, Ind., Got. 24.— Edi- 


tor Daily Sentinel: For the' informa- 
tion of the public we ask you, as a 
favor to the Wabash 'boilermakers 
who are out on a strike for increased ; 
wages, to publish'this communication 
regarding the Condition of- the boiler- 
maker's life and the present situa- 
tion. The life of a ;boilermaker, on 
the average, is shorter by- ten -years 
than that ^of othtr - trades, especially 
when compared with that cf the ma- 
chinist. The boilermakei* is in his 
prime, or at his best capability, be- 
twaen the "ages cf 25 and 45 years, 
while that of, the machinist is from 
35 to 55. In some places 'boiler- 
makers i-eceive some returns for this 
shortage in their lives, namely, by 
recoiving higher rates of wages, tout 
it has net been so in our cases here. 
Besides, we are much more liable to 
detrimental accidents, especially in 
the loss of our eyesight, our hearing, 
and minor accidents* and also from 
broken health. There are in this city 
today about twenty eyeless boiler- 
makeis. In regard to deafness, (there 
are -few who^do'not 
suffer. 
Only 


thos& who have teen there know the 
terrible, brain-racking noise in the 
boiler-making department. -The'boil- 
ermaker begins to feel t'his deafness 
coming on him at the age of 30, and 
especially as this true since -the intro- 
duction of those newly 
invented 


nerve-racking, car-splitting, 
para- 


lyzing air hammers. 
Many people 


know and realize something of this 
deafness -that comes to the boiler 
maker when they talk with us. It 
is a standing joke that our answers 
to questions from friends are: 'W'hat's 
that?7 'Don't understand/ 'Say, I'm 
a boilermaker; you'll have to talk 
louder.' As to accidents, go back in 
your issues and you v/ill find items 
innumerable wheie some of our num- 
bers have suffered personal injuries 
from a fall or a burn, etc. Take it in 
the infernal roundhouse, "whore tha 
boilermakers take their lives in their 
• 


hands nowadays by crawling 
int6 


hot fireboxes when the steam pres- 
sure is from 20 to 100 degrees, and 
over hot arches, to say nothing of 
sooc an'd hot ashes. In th'e winter, 
when the thermometer stands at zero, 
going into one of these places is lika 
ice cream turned to butter and then 
to. refrigerator beef. 
An unlucky 


blow on a weak spot or a flue plug 
in a 'burs'ted flue means that

supposed Baltimore" medium, who 


-He 
took a pair of steel ankle guards, 
such as used by bicyclists, arid to one 
end of each lie attached -a block of 
rubber fitting snugly into the thumb 
of a cHambis glove; to the other end 
the four fingers of the same glove, 
similarly mounted. Thus he mads 
a pair of clamps -which, when- dipped 
into hot water and partly dried, felt 
precisely .like .a pair of human 'hands 
if attached to a person's arm, for in- 
starice. Standing behind his subject 
he grasps the latter by the upper 
arms to prove thai his hands -are not 
in use.

find out for himself the nature o£ the 
grievances that are agitating the 
great Hussian empire, writes S. I.

In order to pln.ee himself thoroughly 
in touch with the people, the czar has 
Issued invitations 
to two hundred 


representative Russians—university 
professors, lawyers, capitalists, stu- 
dents, laborers and even condemned 
political offenders—to 
see 
him in 


private audience -and give him their 
views as to tlie true internal condi- 
tion of the empire and the possible 
msiins or remedying the evil's that 
brought Russia, to the verge of a 
revolution.

tion of the czar lies -u typical strug- 
gle of statecraft, 
which serves to

Uver since his 
accession to th< 


throne Nicholas II 'has been 
th-e 


source -of acute discomfort to that 
huge and strongly-intrenched politi- 
cal system which is known as the 
bureaucracy. It is -well known that, 
in spite of the -absolute character of 
the monarchial government in Rus- 
sia, the bureaucracy has been the act- 
ual governing force of the empire. 
It was the force that almost succeed- 
ed in thwarting1 Alexander!!, 
the 


grandfather of the present czar, in 
his purpose to abolish the system 'of 
•hind slavery 'in 'holy Russia. It woa 
the force that guided tlie massive and 
powerful hand of Alexander 11, the 
father of Nicolas—the hand that 
could crush the iron shoe of ono of 
has cavalry horses with a moderate 
contraction of the -muscles. 


When Nicholas II succeeded his 


ponderous sire ;it -became apparent at 
once that a new order of things was 
at hand.

dicted with the utmost assurance ns 
au event o£ the immediate future,-an- 
nounced1 with the calmness of ft 
tcr that he intended to govern the 
empire directly as far ns might "be.
